FRAUDULENT TRADE MARKS. 


‘ ———— 

A Bill has been introduced ut Singapore 'en- 
titled “An Ordinance to amend the law relating 
to frandulent marka on Merchandiao.” As wé 
believe 6 similar measure will shortly be braught 
forward in this Colony, we reprint the following 
articlo from the Siraita Times = ; 

The crying evil of frandndent marks on goods, 
bas every. prospest of being remedied so far'ns 
legislation van do any, good in that direction here. 
Action in this lino has at length been taken 
locally, bat only at tha Rrompting of tha: Se- 
oretary of State fur the Colonies. . "Tho moasure 
is entitled “an Ordinance to‘amend the law 
rolating to fraudulont marks on merchandise.” 
Tt sooms to bo a y of the Imperial Act 
on the same subjact, altered to anit local ciroum~ 
stances. ‘The anaotment is directad against 
-perdons palming off, or making fraudulent tradu 
amarks or trade desoriptions. Persons selling, or 
Fouessing for eale, articles bearing fraudulent 

do marke or trade deseriptions will fall within 
the scope of the enactment, unless thay prove 
their innoconae, ar give,information with regard 
to the partics supplying them with the same. 
Convictions uoder the Ordinance bring with 
them imprisonment for' aterm ‘not oxcoading 2 
years. or fine, of both togothor when the oase 
comes. before. the Mupreme Conrt. On sum- 
mary conviction by a court of two magistrates, 
the penalty’ amounts to four months or a fine 
of 100 ‘dollars. Any subsequent conviction 
brings with it’six monthe’ imprisoumont or a 
fine of 250 dollars, Tho appliances or artiolos 
Sroapocting whioh proosedings may be taken, will 
‘Waidorfeited to the Crown. ‘Irdde marks under 
-tie Ordinance mean such ay ard protected by law 
in this Colony, or shall’ ected by law or 


| ceistration in am ell ba Proteoted or foreign 


State, which may be brought undor the Imperial 
Patent Designs and Trade Marke Act, of 1883. 
Trade dosoriptiona are taken to mean statements 
of any Kind regarding the quality or reaommen- 
dations of goods. Mi ing particnlara and 
indications under these heads will be deemed 
false trade descriptions; Deosiving the public 
by putting on ‘goods any fignres, words, 
or symbols ng tratlemarks, calculated to mislond 
aa to the minnfnéturor or placo of orijrin of the 
gods thus manipulated, becomes punishable 
under the Ordinance. The term,“ falso trade 
descriptions” takes ix also false names or initials 
of any person when applied to goods for decep- 
tive purposes, even whon not intended for a 
trade mark, Daescriptions which ara the same 
ag, or are close imitations of, ihe name or initials 
of persons ing on the same line of 
business as the jnoriminated parties rovided 

orised to do. so 
by ‘the former, : fall’ under the prohibitions 
sot forth in the enactment under notics.- Trade 
descriptions regarding flotitioma persons or 
parties not really’ carrying om business with 
respect to the goods tampered with algo find no 
quarter., Under Scotion {, forging trado marks 
not only means counterfeiting them, but also 
falsifying gonnino ones int any way without the 
consent of the proprietor of thessmo.. The bur- 
den of proving his consentishall rest on the do- 
fendant. Applying marks and descriptions to 
goods is taken to imran not only applying ther 
to tho articles themselves, but also to the ad- 
junots of those goods ao far as thoy ate insepar- 
able from their marketable conditions. Apply: 
hing marks to sroods without the consent of the 
‘proprietor of these marks; becomes false mark- 
jug when. the ‘object evidently’ is to de- 
ceive tho unwary, The defondant | has 
to prove the consent of the proprietor Parties 
charged with making appliances to facilitate the 
forgery of trade marke, or. counterfeiting them 
in any way, exempt thomselves from punishment 


by proving that they undertook thoir manu- 
factnre in the ordinary course of business, with- 


out any interost whatever in tho eale of the 
goods tampered with; that thay took reasonable 
 precantions against the commission of the offence 
charged against them ; that’ they manufactured 
the appliances in food faith, and had given the 
proseoution all the information. they could to 
tracé ovt the: guilty partios, Watches afford 
such scope for the orima dealt with by the 
Ordinance, thet Section 7 kas boon. framed to 
meet: offences relating to this class of goods. 
Under it, when words or marks desoriptive of 
the country whore the watch was mado are fonnd 
‘on itt ons, but not onthe watch itself, thee 
words and marks shall be deemed to ba false, 
and to be in contravantion of ‘the Ordinance. 
Tho word.“ watch” will be taken to niean that 
article exolusive of the case. The need of Jegia- 
lation iti this diréction came ont annsingly. at 
one of th. sittings ofthe Trade-marks Com- 
mittee in.

It now turns ont that in Britain, pens 
hevo been mado with Fronch names, and always 
with the word “ Paria” marked ag trade descrip- 
tion of their place of origin. It’ is, howsver, 
undeniable thatforeignors, partioularly Germans, 
go much further in the direction of falsifying, 
espovially in steol wore, Gorman razors and 
knivos flood the market under tho mark “ Rod- 
gers,” in colourable imitation of the Rodgers 
brand. Other. articles of British make ara 
counterfeited extensively inan equally barefaced 
manner.’ The damage and loss thereby brought 
on British manufactures. in ‘countries beyond 
Europe aro incaloulable, but do not Justify retal- 
jotion such ag giving British pond French names. 
"The evil is widesproad and hard to chook, unless 
foreign Governments join in dealing with it., 


CHAPLAINS IN THE OLD 
TIMES.

Naturally enough, whan the English first’bs- 
gan to be a powerin India thay placed great 
store by forms aod ceremonies, and by every- 
thing that advanced their dignity in the eyes of 
thosh by whom thoy woro surrd F gon- 
tloman who visited Madras in 1703 haa given 
the ‘follawing account of the pomp and cera- 
mony that attended the President when he went 
tocbarch. “On Sunday,” he says, “religious 
worship is most strictly observed. Betwixt’ 
eight and nino the bell tells us the hour of de- 
votion draws near; a whole company of above 
200 soldiers ig drawn out from the. inner fort to 
the church door for a runrd ta the passing Pro- 
|sident, Ladies throng to their powa, and gen- 
tlomen take a serious walkin the yard, if not 
too hot. On the Governor's approach the or- 
gang strike up and continno a wolcome until he 
ig seated, whon the minister discharges the duty 
of his function, nceording to the forms appointed 
by our pradout ancestors for the Charch of 
Engluad.” This is quite a delightfal picture, 
The soldiors drawn up to receive the Governor, 
the gentlemen of Madras taking .thoir sorious 
walk, the organ. striking up its weloome to the 
big man and continuing until he is seated, and 
then the chaplain porforming®.his function, as 
provided for by.our prudent. ancestors—all thead 
little tonches bring the whole aceno bofore us in 
tho’ most lifelike way. Bunt while Madras was 
thus edifying alt beholders by bor—tevout obser- 
vanoa of Stininy, it is sid to think that, somo 
years before, Bombay had acquirad ar yutation 
quito in another diractiou. “There, tad been a 
Deputy Governor Young in power’ in Bombay, 
and hw. had actually boon brought to trial ond 
fonnd guilty .of obstructing public worship 
by. bolding drinking parties on Sunday at 
church time, and keeping up these carouses, 
with a thiret that uothing could apparently 
appeage, right through the Sabbath and well 
into the following wook, thoroby causing great 
scandal to the godly, and damage to the Com- 
pany's interests, The chargos against Deputy 
Governor. Young sot forth, among other things, 
that be “hath on the Subbath day hindered the" 
performance of public duty to God Almighty at 
the customary hour, continuing in drinking of 
healths, detaining others with bim ogainst their 
wills, * * © and that to the great scandal of 
the inhabitants of tha island, of all the inhabit- 
ants round about, "both Papists und others that 
‘are idolators, in dishonour of thie sobriety of the 
Protestant religion, hs hath made freqnent and 
heavy drinking moeatings continuing sometimes 
until two or three of the clock in tha morning, to 
the neglecting of thoservice of Ged inthe morn- 
‘ing prayers, aud the service of the Company hed 
stood still in the meantime while he slept, thua 
porverting and converting to.an iil private use 
those refreshments intondod for tho Factory in 
general.” - From which letter sentence it-would 
almost appear as if Deputy Governor. Young, 
not content with his ‘scandalous Qisragard of 
Sunday observances in gevoral, and the xobriety 
of the Protestant religion in partiouter, had 
been regaling himsclf. and’ his friends on the 
Company's liqnor—dreadfnl climax to his other 
mirdoings. as 
That the ecclesiastical and military antho- 
ritigs frequently. came into collision in the ba- 
Rinning of things,.and that: the military 
carried it with a high .hand, appears very 
evident, Bishop Middleton, who wag the flrat 
Protestant Bishop in India, oomplains bitterly 
of the treatment to which some of hia clergiag 
were subjectad by arbitrary commanding officers.
